August IO, John Drummond 
received a kidney, transplanted 
from his brother Charles, as a 
Iasi resort to stave off the fatal 
Bright’s Disease that had 
rid* 
died his own kidneys, leaving 
them to operate at only a fourth 
of their normal capacity. 
The trouble was discovered 
four 
years 
ago when John, 
donating blood, was told there 
was a problem. He was referred 
to his family doctor. 
There, 
doctors 
noted 
the 
defect and told John that his 
right kidney was inoperable and 
the left ore was operating “only 
in a supporting capacity.” 
* * * 
BUT Drummond lived with 
his 
problem 
three 
years 
following its discovery, relying 
only on medication to kill the 
gain and ward off infection 
This 
spring, 
however, 
an 
industrial accident forced him 
to the doctor and treatment on 
a kidney dialysis machine. 
What followed was five to six 
weeks of treatments at the 
University Hospital Clinic 
in 
Columbus. 
Four kidney machines were 
used extensively 
time periods - 
every two weeks to draw the 
waste from his body. 
He 
also was subjected to 
regular blood tests and wax 
forced to take infection-fightinl 
medication almost daily. 
Through all the treatments, 
John continued to lose strength 
until as a last resort, his 45- 
year-old brother was checked 
tentatively, to see if he could 
be a possible kidney donor.
